On Tivosiliiy aftornoon, the 14th inat. , Hia 
Biodllouoy and suite ai'riveJ in Queenstown, 
jliey wol'a met at Hayes Lake by a number 
y vehicles and horsemen, and eseorted thenco 
to the boundary of tlie tit vn, from whieh 
jjoint the Brass Band proceeded them, phay- 
ing lively tunes, to the Queen’s Arms Hotel, 
glj George expressed a desire that any ad- 
iJresseS should be presented forthwith, and 
,ery shortly afterwards two were read to 
iiin,— one from the Mayor and Council, the 
Lthsr from some Cliinese residents, —to whieh 
i luitable replies were given. The buildings 
fir the principal streets were profusely deco- 
llated with flags and evergreens, and on the 
I jetty a triumphal arch of native ferns and 
N shrubs was erected.

1 claim no other merit 
but that of having done my duty, both to the 
Crown and the Colony, to the best of my judg- 
ment and ability. 

I have greatly enjoyed my tour among the 
lakes and mountains of Otago, and sball never 
forget the kindness and hospitality shown to m'y 
family and myself. We heartily reciprocate 
your kind sentiments and good wishes.

Cromwell, 17th January, 1373. 

Before reading the last paragraph of the 
above, Sir George interjected that in Vic- 
toria, — where he .assumed most of hia hearers 
had been, to the correctness of which assump- 
tion the Mayor bore testimony, — his earnest 
aim would be to cement the bond of union 
which existed between that colony and New 
Zealand as children of the one great father- 
land. (Cheers.) On concluding, Sir George 
proposed three cheers for Cromwell ; but 
these were anticipated, at the request of the 
Mayor, by three ringing cheers for the Gover- 
nor and his lady, and one for Mr Macandrew 
once more. Then came Cromwell’s turn ; 
and a few introductions of “honest cits” to 
Hia Excellency by the Mayor followed. 

So ended the public reception of SirGeorge 
Bowen. His Excellency will be remembered 
in Cromwell as lather a Jolly old gentleman, 
affable, genial, and good-humoured ; with a 
surprising gift of finding relations and name- 
sakes for all introduced to him. We can 
only hope tliat the impression he takes away 
with him will be as favourable as that lie 
leaves behind. 

The attempt at decoration .and at showing 
signs of rejoicing were of a far more satisfac- 
tory nature than those we had to chronicle 
last week. It seemed as if Cromwell was 
thoroughly ashamed of its dead-and-alive dis- 
play on the occasion of His Excellency’s pre- 
vious passing through ; and had determined 
enthusiasticaily to make amends. At the 
Cromwell Hotel, a ropt of evergreens was 
stretched across the street ; and the cottage 
where the party stayed was nicely decorated 
with the same material. Throughout the 
town, a great number of flags were hoisted, 
— from “the flag that’s braved a thomsand 
years” to a blacksmith’s apron. Conspicuous 
among flags was one, — tlie Harp of Erin, — 
upon Messrs Hallenstein’s stove, the artistic 
design and finish of which were greatly ad- 
mired. 

The partj' took their departure early next 
morning for Waiiak.a Slation. Lady Bowen 
and the two Misses Bowen have siipavently 
altered their intention of going to Dunedin, 
and thence to Wellington by sea; for they 
accompanied Sir George on Saturday morn- 
ing, and we presume mean to travel with 
him to Christohurcli,

Tie Great Boston Fire, 

American papers liavo now come to hand 
containing accounts of tho above fearful 
calamity. We lake tho following extract 
from a telegraphic dispatch sent while the 
fire was at its height, at 4.30 a.m, on Nov. 

“ The heat now became iiitomai. The 
streets run rivers of water, and every moment 
was heard the sound of granite blocks ex- 
ploding, and entire walls fell into tho stieets, 
making them impassable.* Tho firemen were 
driven from one station to another, and 
many an engine was kept nobly at work, 
while the fiiemon were wet by hand. The 
engineer could only hold his place while a 
stream of water was kept playing on liim. 
Blocks of granite weighing tons were split as 
if by powder, and hurled across wide streets. 
Planks were Hying through tlie air like 
feathers. Women erected barricades and 
worked beliind them, but they were burned 
almost as soon as erected. An hour had 
hardly elapsed before it was evident that 
Beebe block, the finest business structure 
in the city, built of granite, five stories high, 
with that cursed Mansard i-oof over ail, must 
go within thirty minutes. The fian.es were 
coming out in fiery billows from every win- 
dow, and up the stairway leading to A. T. 
Stewart’s rooms, ran a perfect column of flame. 
This building served as but fuel to the flames. 
Whole pieces of diy goods went whistling 
across the square, lodging on the window- 
sills of the inagnilicent stores on Devonshire 
street and Beebe’s block. Several minutes 
after the iuside fell, but the heat warped it, 
and two milHons soon lay a heap of stone, 
brick, and mortar. A hurricane of wind now 
raged, and owing to tho intense heat, every 
building caught like tinder. Foiir-storey 
gi-anite blocks caught like shavings, and deaf- 
ening explosions were constantly heard. A 
new terror was now added to the Babel of 
confusion. The tenement houses at the 
uj per end of the street were being fast licked 
in by the flames, and women, crazed and 
fainting, were rushing to and fro, carrvimr 
children, crockery, clocks, bedding, A-c.”‘ 
Another account says : — “ Up and down 
the streets hurried and tumbled 

ion. There 
were among these also, those who, at the tea 
table yesterday, were worth millions of 
dollars, but who are beggars to-day. Some 
rushed frantic and wild through the streets, 
some prayed, some moaned, a few drunken 
brutes cursed, but all showed by their horror- 
stricken countemmees th.at they keenly ap- 
preciated the horrible and critical position. 
Merchant princes, who on Saturday locked 
tlieir doors on immense treasures, now found | 
themseiyes not only impoverished but threa- 
tened ^with being uiatie lioiiieless by tJie ter- 
rible fiend . A1 most insane, they flew through 
tho excited masses, but w*here and what for 
they couhl rot tell. All, all was consterna- 
tion. The ruined merchants, theimpoverished 
mochanic.s, the helpless and homeless shop 
girls, .and the thousands and tens of tlioiv- 
s,iiids of other representatives of society, all 
united in flic general mourning of what had 
and what might come. But the energetic 
but exhausted firemen still kept at work, 
and in tho vciy face of general despair fought 
the flames mure determinedly than ever.””

In Providence, which 
is forty miles distant, an alarm of fire was

[iresuining tliat the tire was in that city. The 
tire w.as .also distinctly visible in Stoniiigton, 
Northford, Cliarleston, Portsmouth, and 
other places equally distant. 

About forty persons are known to be killed ; 
and it is quite possible their number w ill be 
increased fourluld when the excitement is 
over, and the rolls c,aHed. Many of these 
are firemen, who died while making heroic 
endeavours to save buildings and stay the 
progress of the fire.

Death of Horace Greeley. 

The T) il)un€ furnishes the following account 
of the illness and last hours of Mr Greeley ; 
—He was in almost .as good health as usual 
w'hen, flu the day after the election, l.o wrote 
the card .anuouncing liis resumption of the 
editorial charge of the Triimuc. Hia sleep- 
lessness Was known to have become greatly 
worse, hut for ye<ars he had suffered more nr 
loss frcjiii the same ditiiculty. It is now cle.ar 
that 11 siiflicient nllowa-iice had not been made 
for the intense strain upon him tlireiigliout 
the suiiiiner, and especially during the last 
month of his wife’s illness ; but it soon be- 
came evident that his strength was mieinial 
to the hard task to wliieli'he set bimself. 
He w rote only three or four careful .irtichs, 
no one of more th.an half aeolumn in length. 
Two or three times lio handed his assistant 
short articles, saying, “ There is an idea 
worth iisnig, but I have not felt able to work 
it up properly, and you had better put it 
in shape.” At last ho abandoned all effort 
to visit the office, and .sent for the family 
physician of A. J. Johnson, the friend with 
wliiiiu he was a guest, ami in whoso house 
his wife liad died. Every effort was made 
to induce shop, bu'i ho grew worse until it 
hccame evident that his case w.as critical. 
At times he was delirious, and at otlicr times 
as clearheaded as ever. He lost llesii and 
strength with staitliiig rapidity, and in afew 
days the possibility of a speedy death forced 
itself into an unwilling recognitinn. It was 
not, however, until Tlmrsday that liis asso- 
ciates .and family brought themselves to .ad- 
mit it. He lingered till Friday ; was con- 
scious the svliole time, ,aiul was sceniiu"ly 
rational and free from ],ain. °
